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FORWORD 



As we wander through different departments of a museum or 
through the ancient countries, studying their art productions, a 
curious transformation takes place in our minds. We absorb uncon- 
sciously the particular state of mind of each time, we identify our- 
selves with the aspirations and conceptions of passed races or of 
a certain period, and in the enthusiasm for their beauty and character 
the natural wish arises to emulate the people of a great past, only 
the best of whose work time has preserved for us, and we 
lose our identity in the life of dead generations. In that way it 
is difficult not to become blind to the currents of contemporary 
life-forces, which we see at a prejudiced angle and so our 
actions and art productions become merely artificial reflexes of a 
retrospective attitude. 

The historical education of the last century produced such an 
effect. It gave birth to an anaemic idealism which tried to strangle 
the growth of new and potent ideas. 

The significant side of the Modern Development was to break 
definitely with Historical idealism and all that it means, that is 
the misunderstood use of passed forms, which had become con- 
sequently weak art-formulae, no longer expressing our life, trans- 
formed now completely through profound physical and metaphysical 
changes. 

Modern thought substituted for the indirect method of visual- 
izing, the direct, and penetrating search for the truth of our con- 
temporary life, indifferent as to its being pleasing or not from the 
narrow point of view of classical standardized aestheticism, and 
infusing fresh blood into a tired perception, it opened up rich and 
unlimited possibilities for creating a new art. 

The consequences of this healthy break, which meant a new 
hope in the future, were at first disastrous to the bringers of a 
farseeing outlook, and the art-world which had uniformly in its 
history been eager to absorb new and invigorating tendencies with 
the result of rejuvenating its course continuously, found itself for 
the first time divided into two hostile camps. Many of the best 
minds went down in the unequal fight between a retrograding major- 
ity and a progressive minority, others died without recognition and 
only a few were able to outlive and outwork the opposition, till 
their ideas conquered not only their particular milieu but the world 


in general. 



For America that conquest began only in the beginning of this 
century, but since the Armory Show we see that a decided change 
has been taking place. New ideas, new forms, new points of view, 
never considered before, offered themselves to the artists and the 
public of this country, and in the free contest of the best of the 
foreign artists and those of America, the latter were able to dis- 
cover the relative value of their point of view, approach, methods 
of execution etc., and with them the basis for a more rapid and 
vigorous development was laid. 

Since that time, periodical exhibitions of a similar nature have 
outlined the continuous growth of the new spirit, producing a new 
mental attitude, with the result of a steady progress to the accom- 
plishment of a solid art-form. The present exhibition of Modem 
Water-colors, Drawings, and Sculptures, of the Colony Club, fol- 
lowing the one of oil painting given in 1920, offers through different 
mediums a fresh opportunity for the public to familiarize itself 
with the aspirations of our time as expressed through the artists, 
which familiarization is of importance in order to give them the 
support and sympathy which a generous idea for a vigorous future 
merits.
